I'll  drop  by  in  several  minutes  to  give  you  the 
application."  When  I  heard  the  president  of  the  A.F.S.  chapter 
tell  me  this  on  the  phone  last  July,  I  was  the  happiest  person 
in  the  world.  I  had  just  achieved  a  dream  of  a  good  many 
years:  to  come  to  the  States  as  an  exchange  studnet. 

I  was  born  in  Santos,  state  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  in  January 
23,  1952.  My  hometown  is  the  busiest  port  of  Latin  America, 
in  part  because  of  its  closeness  with  the  industrial  center  of 
Sao  Paulo.  It  is  also  the  port  that  exports  the  most  coffee  in 
the  world.  The  city  has  350,000  inhabitants  and  is  an  impor- 
tant resort  for  its  beaches. 

I  have  three  brothers:  Joao,  13;  Rui,  9;  and  Paulo,  5.  My 
father  owns  a  piece-goods  shop  and  Mum  is  an  elementary 
school  teacher. 

When  I  first  met  the  Bakers,  I  knew  at  once  they  were  the 
right  family.  I  was  very  lucky  and  always  enjoyed  living  with 
them.  The  only  problem  would  arise  when  I  tried  to  convince 
them  that  I  was  too  tired  and  should  stay  home  and  rest  .  .  . 

Looking  back,  school  life  was  lots  of  fun.  I  could  never 
shape  with  the  running  (I  liked  to  chat  a  bit  between  classes), 
and  research  papers  gave  me  many  headaches.  I  could  never  get 
rid  of  the  Latin  habit  of  sleeping  after  lunch  and  the  math 
class  (6th  &  7th  periods)  would  suffer  the  consequences  .  .  . 

It  required  lots  of  personal  ability  to  talk  in  study  halls  and 
not  get  a  detention  slip.  The  Senior  Class  Play  was  lots  of  fun 
and  I  enjoyed  spending  that  time  with  the  group,  t  learned 
very  fast  what  T.G.I  .F.  stood  for. 

School  life  was  one  of  the  high  points  of  my  experience  and 
a  wonderful  one!  Here  at  MSHS,  I  found  my  best  friends  and 
supporters.  Here  I  spent  many  hours  that  will  be  most  valuable 
in  the  years  to  come. 

I  have  to  thank  all  of  you  for  making  possible  my  coming 
and  providing  such  an  enjoyable  stay.  I  am  very  grateful  to  all 
of  you  and  one  part  of  my  life  and  of  me  will  always  be  with 
the  Mariettians. 

I  will  be  back  as  soon  as  possible.

Last  year  this  time,  1  was  rather  nervously  av/aiting  a  letter 
from  New  York  which  would  tell  me  whether  I  would  spend 
my  summer  here  or  in  any  one  of  forty  foreign  countries.  The 
waiting  proved  worthwhile:  on  June  25  I  flew  from  New  York 
to  Brussels,  Belgium  on  the  first  leg  of  my  journey  to  Finland. 

When  I  left,  I  knew  very  little  about  the  Finns,  A  hurried 
search  of  the  local  libraries  had  turned  up  a  few  chapters  about 
the  geography  and  history,  enough  of  the  language  to  prove  its 
claim  of  being  one  of  the  most  difficult.  By  the  time  I 
returned,  I  knew  a  little  more  about  Finland,  its  people,  and 
their  way  of  life,  but  very  little  of  its  language.  It's  very 
difficult. 

There  are  so  many  memories  that  I  really  don't  know  where 
to  begin.  Sauna  is  an  experience  I'll  never  forget.  At  first,  I  was 
a  bit  appalled  at  the  idea  of  roasting  myself  at  230 -F.  But 
after  the  first  time,  I  was  an  instant  addict.  But  most  of  my 
memories  of  Finland  are  memories  of  people.  First  of  all,  there 
is  my  new  family— Mr.  and  Mrs.  Helme,  Matti,  Sejya,  and  Eva. 
By  welcoming  an  American  teenager  into  their  home,  they 
made  my  whole  AFS  experience  possible  and  gave  me  a  whole 
new  set  of  relatives.  And  there  are  all  the  kids  from  the 
summer  school  where  I  spent  my  first  month,  the  teachers, 
and  the  unforgettable  Wolfgang  E.  Schonert,  Susan  Stormont 
of  Rochester,  New  York,  my  co-teacher  at  Paivola  Summer 
Gymnasium,  Anja  Lwihaner,  Head  of  the  Finnsh  AFS,  all  the 
AFS  Finland-'69'ers,  and  so  many  others  on  both  sides  of  the 
ocean. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  people  who  made  my  trip 
possible.  It  would  be  impossible  to  list  them  or  even  thank  any 
one  of  them  enough  on  this  page.  I  believe  that  each  year  as 
more  young  people  live  and  study  abroad,  another  step  is 
made  towards  understanding,  sometimes  indispensable  in  to- 
day's rapidly  shrinking  world.  I  am  grateful  that  I  have  had  a 
chance  to  be  a  part  of  it.

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For  a  football  team  that  was  expected  to  win  only  two  or  three 
games,  the  6-3-1  record  established  by  the  Marietta  Tigers  no  less 
than  stunned  the  local  fans. 

Starting  with  a  strong  returning  nucleus.  Coach  Bonar  and  his 
assistants  started  plugging  the  many  gaps  around  it.  Their  efforts 
produced  a  team  of  overall  inexperience.  Offsetting  this  lack  of 
knowledge,  however,  was  desire;  to  learn  and  to  be  the  best! 

The  Tigers  opened  at  Athens,  where  they  handed  the  Bulldogs  a 
12-0  loss.

In  their  second  game,  the  Bengals  nipped  Martins  Ferry  14-13. 
Few  will  forget  Kesselring's  last  minute  (1:26  to  play)  touchdown 
and    Doak    Markley's  pressured  extra  point  that  clinched  the  victory. 

It  was  a  Saturday  afternoon  crowd  that  watched  Marietta  blow  a 
13-0  lead,  set  up  by  two  touchdowns  by  fullback  Kim  Casto,  against 
their  third  opponent;  Bellaire.  With  45  seconds  to  play,  and  trailing 
14-13,  the  Tigers  lobbed  a  pass  into  the  endzone  where  Hardman 
made  a  great  catch  to  give  the  Tigers  a  19-14  victory. 

Parkersburg  invaded  a  week  later  and  handed  the  Tigers  an  18-0 
loss,  but  it  was  a  strong  Tiger  defensive  game. 

The  visiting  Fairfield  Union  team  was  trounced  a  week  later,  54-0. 

The  first  league  game  was  with  Chillicothe  and  the  Tigers  started 
very  slowly,  but  after  being  down  14-0,  they  fought  back.  The  of- 
fense jelled  and  the  defense  became  tenacious,  and  the  final  score 
said  20-20. 

Lancaster  came  for  Homecoming  and  won  14-7.  The  Tiger  score 
came  on  a  "bomb"  to  Jeff  Smithberger  who  caught  the  ball  as  he  fell 
into  the  endzone. 

Marietta  roared  into  Zanesville  and  there,  sparked  by  Mark 
Burke's  exciting  runs,  they  scored  21  points  in  the  last  14  minutes  of 
the  game  to  hand  the  Blue  Devils  a  27-17  loss.  Upper  Arlington  beat 
Marietta  28-0  in  a  hard  hitting  contest  the  next  week. 

Newark  visited  for  the  finale,  and  the  Tigers  were  ready.  They 
scored  46  points  and  held  Newark  to  a  meager  12,  with  five  first 
downs  and  less  than  one  hundred  yards  rushing.

If  prizes  were  given  for  tough,  dedicated,  physically  con- 
ditioned, and  tenacious  athletes,  chances  are  nine  out  of  ten  of 
those  prizes  would  be  won  by  wrestlers.  No  other  sport  at 
MSHS  is  as  demanding  as  wrestling.  A  wrestler's  lot  is  not  an 
easy  one.  A  practice  consists  of  "loosening-up"  exercises, 
running  up  and  down  steps  for  10  or  15  minutes,  then  wres- 
tling a  little,  running  some  more,  and  doing  chin-upsand  more 
exercises.  When  it's  over,  the  wrestlers,  about  five  pounds 
lighter,  shower  and  go  home  where  a  big  dinner  of  jell-o, 
lettuce,  and  skim  mill<  is  waiting.  Watching  the  weight  is 
important  to  a  wrestler. 

The  Tiger  wrestlers  this  year  were  led  by  co-captains  Dave 
Hill  and  Bob  Wurtzbacher.  Chris  Mendenhall  and  Charles 
Brown  were  also  front  running  matmen.  Hill  (115),  with  a 
21—0  record  and  COL  championship,  IVIendenhall  (175),  and 
Brown  (Unlimited)  won  their  divisions  in  the  sectional  and 
qualified  for  the  district. 

The  team  started  off  rather  slowly,  but  advanced  in  both 
ability  and  experience  as  the  season  progressed.  They  defeated 
previously  one  time  loser  Warren  in  a  close  match  where 
Brown  decided  the  victory  with  a  3—1  win  over  the  Warren 
heavyweight.  But  it  took  a  concentrated  team  effort  to  set  up 
Charlie's  big  victory.

In  a  week,  a  basketball  player  may  run  some  thirty  miles  up 
and  down  the  court.  All  but  about  two  of  these  miles  are  run 
In  practice. 

Marietta  finished  8—15  on  the  season,  and  a  disappointing 
1-8  in  COL  action. 

The  four  seniors  on  the  team  (it  was  a  rebuilding  year) 
were  Captain  Kirk  Hardman,  Doak  Markley,  Mike  Lowe,  and 
Brian  Hedderick  (a  New  York  move-in  who  provided  a  boost 
to  the  squad  as  well  as  being  an  excellent  bail  handler).  These 
seniors  gave  excellent  leadership,  and  set  examples  for  their 
underclassmen  to  follow.  It  was  the  tremendous  effort,  how- 
ever, from  relatively  new  faces  that  kept  the  Tigers  alive  in 
many  of  their  ballgames.  Juniors  Mike  Beardmore,  Kevin 
Smith,  Rick  Nuzum,  and  Bob  Pishko  were  regulars  and  ac- 
counted for  over  half  the  total  points  scored  by  Marietta. 
Sophomore  Ken  Terry  was  probably  the  most  pleasant  surprise 
handed  the  Tigers  in  some  time.  His  fine  outside  shooting 
opened  up  the  inside  for  the  taller  Tiger  scorers. 

During  the  season,  the  Tigers  stayed  with  a  zone  defense  to 
try  to  compensate  for  a  lack  of  overpowering  height.  Their 
offense  was  a  shoot  and  run  type  that  worked  better  against  a 
big  team  rather  than  small,  quicker  teams.

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The  Tiger  baseball  team  established  a  tremendous  14-5  record  and  was  the 
Mid-Ohio  Valley  West  Virginia  league  co-champs  with  Parkersburg.  Left  fielder 
Steve  Arnold  led  the  batting  with  a  .328  average  while  first  baseman  Scott 
Hovis  and  second  baseman  Kim  Casto  tied  for  the  runner-up  spot  with  a  .324 
average.  Arnold  also  led  the  team  in  runs-batted-in  with  ten.  He  and  John  Casto 
tied  for  the  lead  in  extra-base  hits  with  five. 

The  pitchers  were  led  by  Jim  Scott.  Of  the  1  23  innings  of  play,  Jim  pitched 
53  of  them.  He  ended  the  season  with  a  7-1  record,  and  has  a  12-2  record  in 
Varsity  action.  He  was  more  than  ably  backed  by  Dave  McCutcheon,  Craig 
Estes,  and  Eugene  Griffiths.  Karl  Kesselring  and  Mike  Beardmore  made  timely 
relief  as  well  as  starting  appearances.

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The  dream  of  every  yearbook  editor  and  his  staff  is  to 
create  a  book  that  is  totally  different  in  appearance  and  soul 
than  any  other.  That  particular  book,  containing  the  touch  of 
every  staff  member,  would  present  the  basically  same  events  in 
such  a  fashion  that  copy  would  be  read,  pictures  studied,  and 
the  book  reacted  to  favorably.  In  this  sense,  the  yearbook 
belongs  to  the  staff. 

The  1970  Orian  has  done  this.  The  staff  felt  that  the  book 
was  unmatched,  at  least  in  the  other  fifty-one  editions  of  the 
Orian.  The  two  divisions,  events  and  people,  provided  a  unify- 
ing effect  which  clearly  illustrated  the  school.  The  teachers 
were  presented  as  people,  not  stiff  forms  behind  a  podium.  A 
little  life  was  added  to  the  advertisements  with  the  use  of 
photographs. 

In  another  sense,  though,  the  real  ownership  of  a  yearbook 
belongs  in  the  hands  of  the  student;  the  student  who  bought 
it,  the  student  who  participated  in  school  functions,  and  even 
the  student  who  sat  a  few  seconds  for  his  class  portrait.  The 
purpose  of  the  yearbook  is  to  record,  in  words  and  pictures, 
the  activities  of  a  particular  school  year.  If  there  were  no 
students,  there  would  be  no  need  for  a  yearbook.  Thus,  to  the 
student  the  staff  gives  ownership  of  the  1970  Orian  and  hopes 
that  he  cherishes  it  as  much  as  we  do. 

There  are  several  persons  to  whom  I  would  like  to  give  my 
expressed  appreciation.  First,  the  business  staff,  the  group  of 
students  who  sold  the  advertisements  necessary  to  finance  the 
book.    Selling   any    product   is   not  an  easy  task,  and   these 


students  are  to  be  commended. 

Second  is  Sharon  Dyar.  The  Dyars  were  transferred  before 
the  Orian  pictures  were  taken,  and  unfortunately,  Sharon  did 
not  receive  credit  for  her  work.  Much  of  the  copy  and  many  of 
the  layouts  appearing  in  the  Academic  section  are  the  result  of 
her  efforts. 

Mr.  Raymond  Vladar,  Publications  Consultant  for  Ameri- 
can Yearbook  Company,  is  the  third  person  I  would  like  to 
thank.  Without  his  bi-monthly  visits  and  his  vast  array  of  ideas, 
the  1970  book  might  not  have  differed  much  from  the  1969 
edition. 

This  fifty-second  edition  of  the  Orian  is  produced  by  Signa- 
ture Graphics  of  Medina,  Ohio  who  printed  1,000  copies  on 
the  lithographic  presses  of  Delmar  Printing  Company,  Char- 
lotte, North  Carolina.  Body  copy  and  photo  captions  appear  in 
Universe,  Universe  Bold  and  Italic  type  set  photographically. 
Bodoni  Bold  spells  out  the  headlines.  Each  copy  contains  204 
pages  of  eighty  pound  contemporary  matte  paper,  an  enam- 
eled stock  by  Warren.  Simpson  Lee  Papers  supplied  the  auburn 
Teton  stock  utilized  in  the  introduction  and  hand  tipped 
divider.  It  is  their  rust  Telemark  that  contains  our  Table  of 
Contents  and  serves  as  endsheet  to  hold  book  to  cover.  The 
magnificent  tiger  wrapped  around  both  front  and  back  lids  of 
the  '70  Orian  is  by  the  internationally  famous  artist  Hug. 
Creative  photography  appearing  on  the  introductory  pages  was 
captured  by  the  lens  of  Pat  McKenrick  of  Cincinnati.
